The 
FEP publicly protests the illegal arrest of its secretary general, the .threatening 
attitude of the National Guard while Navas was making his statement, and the request from 
I l_ .the CI A to the district attorney that it be allowed to participate in the questioning 
j of Navas. This fact proves the truth of the aocusation, ’ that elements of the CIA, in 
1 close collaboration with the government, are trying to influence the investigations ■ ' 

j because they are deeply Involved in the murder of Juan Antonio Navas Pajaro.
